ihile at eaap 2-8 hs was not involved in an u istreatment of 
prisoners, but at eaap 2-D he vras involved in the beating of west, Pattingale, 
Sireeea and other prisoners of ear, ehieh he describes as follows! 

"Although Lt. Dsaaori gave us instructions never to beat 
or punish a prisoner, I had to deal id. th Sgt. Uchida on most 
occasions* He mads me accompany him on all inspection tours 
and if he found something wrong with the prisoners like the 
minor infraction that occurred at the 62nd Regiment, sometimes 
he would slap then and s o me t imes he weald order me to slap them. 

Since I mac just a roekia private 1 would often get slapped my¬ 
self* for such interference.... 

"Sergeant Uchida had a show down inspection o f fteet 1 e be- 
longin s and said he had many things he sh uldn't have had and 
other things wore missing that he should have had. We believed 
him to be the guilty party. Uchida slapped him and ordered me 
to slap him along with other guards. I compile , West refused 
to toll us from whom he got the boots in question, I asked 
Uchida to let me talk to West. He gave me permission. I told 
West I was trying to save him from further beating «nd asked him 
te tell us whose boots hs had traded. He told mo that the honor 
in his army kept him from telling. I tried to reason with him 
and said if the man he was shielding had any honor he would turn 
himself in t prevent ,f est from getting beaten. 

"Pattingale was brought in because West said he had been 
* gambling with him. Pattingale would not admit to Uchida his 

place in the affair so he ordered us to be t him. Moreover 
I don't remember any other dealings with Pattingale after that 
be." ting. 

*1 was transferred to 2-B a day or so after this but was 
recalled about a week later by It. Uwamori to help straighten 
out this incident. I do not know what went on during this in¬ 
terval of time but the suspects had evidently narrowed down to 
,ne section. This victim had been ordered to stand at atteh- 
'on while a sh o w do wn inspection was taking place. West was 
ill being clapped around by Uchida and others and I asked to

hrs, Shigeko Kndo, the wife of the accused testified that she

4, Opinion 1 

the record is legally sufficient to sustain tha findings of the Ccwmiie- 
eion end the sentence imposed. The four affidavits introduced in support of 
Specifications 1, 2 and 3 sufficiently desoeibo the atrocities committed* The 
accused not only pleaded guilty but readily admitted tha slapping* and beatings 
described in the findings. Hie testimony together with the affidavit, admitted 
as Exhibit 3 amply support the findings under Specification 4 . The accused ex¬ 
cuses all of hie cruel acte at camp 3 -D on the ground that he was personally dir¬ 
ected by hie superiors te commit them on the spot. At hie next camp, ha claims 
no crudities wore committed and produced FW Bradbury who testified in support 
of hie eententlon. There is no dimbt but that the accused took an active pt rt 
In numerous oruel beatings and slappings. 

Tha Commission was constituted by proper antbertty and had Jurlsdloetion 
over tho accused end of the offenses charged.

Tokyo, Japan, is tbs appropriate place of confinement.
